But to its everlasting credit 
the University wenthered 
ils difficulties and aided 
by a number of splendid 
gifts, survived public in- 
difference. And today its 
position is unassailable, 

And how will the University 
develop? It is worth think- 
ing how helptess and ham- 
strung the Colony would bo 
today without its own uni- 
versity-trained doctors, 
teachers, architects and en- 
gineera to realize how 
necessary consolidation and 
expansion is for the Future. 
A survey of current needs 
is essential — but that is 
not enough. 
UBILEE Year, 
velso it does, 
public attention on this 
institution and ita contri- 
bution to society. A jubilee 
appeal fund Is to be 
opened and the exient to 
which expansion can take 
place will depend on the 
community’s response. Wo 
go Ko far as to sny that the 
Jubilee celebrations will be 
in vain unless they manage 
to ‘stimulate wider public 
interest In the University.
